1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code, not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. The amendment filed September 16, 2004 cannot be entered because it raises new 1 12 2 nd 
issues. Proposed new claim 18 depends from claim 14; however, it is of conflicting scope 
because claim 18 is drawn to "comprising" while claim 14 is drawn to "consisting essentially 
of." In addition, proposed new claim 19 does not further limit claim 14-16 because claims 14-16 
are already drawn to a composition for the prevention and treatment of dementia. 

3. It is noted that in applicant's response, applicant requests the cancellation of some 
paragraphs in the specification. However, applicant did not submit these changes in proper 
amendment form; thus, the paragraphs cannot be cancelled. These paragraph are then still 
objected to as containing new matter for the reasons set forth in the previous Office action. 

4. Since the amendment to the claims cannot be entered, claims 3, 4, 6-13 and 17 are still 
considered rejected for the reasons set forth in the previous Office action. 

5. Claims 14-16 are allowable; claims 3, 4, 6-13 and 17 are rejected. Please note that it is 
past the six month date in this application.
